Ute contest for the Rushville Ameri­ 
can, and thus through 
conspiracy 
cheated Miss Kenner out of a trip to 
the 
Panam a-Pacific 
exposition, of 
which she claims she was rightfully 
entitled. 


A tem porary restraining order is 
also asked the court to prevent N a­ 
den and the Rushville American from 
destroying the votes in the contest 
and also asking fo r the appointment 
of a receiver to take charge of the 
votes and the property. 
The plaintiff alleges that along in 
February, Jam es E. Naden and the 
Rushville American announced that 
it was going to give aw ay prizes for 
now subscriptions and the collection 
of back subscriptions, and the grand 
prize was to be three free trips to 
San Francisco, one from each of the 
three districts named. 
The plaintiff, 
Miss Kenner states that she was a 
resident of one of these districts and 
Mrs. Nicholas, the successful candi­ 
date, lived in another. 
The complaint states th at “ the 
said defendants, Paul Wilson and 
Joseph Tureff became greatly indebt­ 
ed to (he W indsor hotel for board I 
and lodging during the continuance 
<d tho campaign, which they wore 
linable to pay; 
that upon a certain 
day m April the defendants combin­ 
ed and conspired together to cheat 
and defraud this plaintiff and p re­ 
vent, and hinder plaintiff from ob­ 
taining fair and impartial considera­ 
tion ,n said contest and campaign, 
and for the purpose of assisting the 
■-aid defendants, Will Nicholas, Grace 
Nicholas to collect the indebtedness 
of said Wilson and Tureff to the 
W indsor hotel.”

portant than killing weeds, says the 
Agriculture Department iii a recent 
pronouncement, is to avoid having 
weeds to kill. Such evidence is made 
possible by observing the following 
principles: 
I. Prevent weeds 
from 
going to seed on the farm ; 
2. P re ­ 
vent weed seeds being brought to the 
farm ; 3. In case of perennial weeds, 
prevent 
them 
from 
making 
top 
growth and thus finally starve out 
the underground parts. 


Annual weeds live only one year, 
m aturing their seeds and then dying. 
Biennial weeds live two years d ur­ 
ing the first year they grow rather 
slowly producing usually a tap root 
and a rosette of loaves olo-e to the 
ground, but the second year 
they 
send nj) flower ste m s that 
produce 
seeds and then die. 
As the biennial 
and 
the annual 
weeds 
propagate 
th em selv es by seeds alone it is nec- 
esarv to observe only the fir-t two of 
the principles stated above in their 
control. 


Perennial 
weeds, on the 
other 
hand, produce 
each year 
under­ 
ground parts, which 
live over 
the 
next year 
and produce topgrowth. 
These weeds, propagate thern-elvc- 
by their underground p arts as well 
as bv their seeds, and even, if pre­ 
vented from going to seed, keep on 
growing. In dealing with perennial- 
therefore, it is necessary to observe 
all three prineples.

portant than killing weeds, says the 
Agriculture Department in a recent 
pronouncement, is to avoid having 
weeds to kill. Such evidence is'.made 
possible by observing the folljowini 
principles: 1. Prevent weeds ! from 
going to seed on the farm; 2. Pre- 
vent weed seeds being brought to the 
farm; 3. In case of perennial weeds 
prevent 
them from 
making 
top 


growth and thus finally starve out 
the underground parts. 


Annual weeds live only one year, 


maturing their seeds and then dying. 
Biennial weeds live two years dur- 
ing the first year they grow rather 
slowly producing usually a tap mot 
and a rosette of leaves close to the 
ground, but the second year 
they 


send up flower stems that produce 
seeds and then die. As the biennial 
and 
the annual weeds 
propogale 


themselves by seeds alone it is ncc- 
esary to observe only the first two of 
the principles stated above in their 
control. 


Perennial 
weeds, on the 
other 


hand, produce 
each year 
under- 


ground parts, which live over the 
next, year 
and produce topgrowth. 


These weeds, propogate themselves 
by their underground parts as well 
as by their seeds, and even, if pre- 
vented from going to seed, keep on 
growing. In dealing with perennials 
therefore, it is necessary to observe 
all three princples.

TARIFF BILL WAS BLUNDER 


Senator 
Tillman Said They Were 


An Untrained Mob as Compar- 


ed With Republicans 


Washington, D. C., June 3.—"As 


compared with the Republicans we 
are an untrained mob, with 
little 


knowledge of parliarncntary law, and 
with very little effective knowledge 
of the rules." 


Senator 
Tillman, 
Democratic 


senator from South Carolina, spoke 
these words in an address 
to the 


United States Senate. In the light 
of subsequent events they have be- 
come a warning and a prophecy. 


The laws enacted during the last 


two years are crude and faulty to 
the last degree . As illustrative of 
this fact, a few notable examples of 
the many blunders contained in the 
tariff bill alone have been hitherto 
published. 


"Lest we forget," a brief summary 


of these examples follows, merely to 
emphasize the general principle of 
inaccuracy prevailing in the Demo- 
cratic laws: 


1. The tariff bill as a whole was a 


blunder, because it was a 
revenue 


measure that produced many mill- 
ions less than are needed, a depleted 
Treasury being the result. 


2. The provision 
for a five per 


cent discount in duties on merchan- 
dise imported in American vessels, 
involving millions of dollars, was de- 
clared 
inoperative by the Attorney 


General over a year ago, and went to 
the Court of Customs Appeals. 


3. Another 
provision 
affecting 


hundreds of business concerns is be- 
fore the same court because of the 
insertion of an obscure phrase that 
neither customs officials, lawyers nor 
business men affected could under- 
stand. 


4. A vital provision is the income 


tax law, a part of the tariff bill, re- 
lating to deductions allowed in com- 
puting gross income, must go to the 
courts like hundreds of others. 


5. The entire income tax provis- 


ion has been 
pronounced by 
the 


Taxation Committee of the Ameri- 
can Bar Association, a non-partisan 
boily, "as open to the gravest ob- 
jections 
both in 
structure 
and 


specific 
defects,'' twenty-five 
im- 


perfect ions being pointed out. 


G. Necessity 
for amending 
this 


law 
has 
forced 
adminstration 


officials to the work of formulating 
a report of its crudities, as a basis 
for amendment by Congress. 


On innumerable occasions during 


the debate on the tariff and other 
hills. Republican floor leader James 
R. Mann of Illinois cautioned the 
majority to use greater care, and 
gave one reason for the dividing line 
between the two sides of the house 
as "a lack of information" on the 
part of the Democrats. 


Like Senator Tillman's utterance, 


these words have assumed prophetic 
meaning. Literally 
hundreds 
of 


other 
blunders in the tariff 
bill 


might be cited. 
Typical examples 


have been referred to because they 
show the logical results that follow- 
ed the employment of slovenly, in- 
accurate methods of legislation.

county health officers from every 
section of Indiana, iu session here

The various sections of Indiana's 


new tuberculosis law, passed at the 
last session of the legislature, were 
'dissected" by the medical men and 
all agreed that this state must begin 
at once a well planned aud effective 
campaign

plague" 


The discussion was largely a 


acquainted session" in which the 
proposed operations 
of the newly 


created tuberculosis Division of the 
State Board of Health were present- 
ed to the city 
and county health 


officials. 
Walter D. Thurbcr, head 


of the Division, was introduced to 
the men who are in charge of local 
health work in their respective com- 
munities, 
by Dr. William F. King, 


Assistant Secretary 
of the State 


llealth Board. 


Statistics already prepared by the 


new department, show that in the 


six years,'

last 
tuberculosis 
hus 


killed 25,511 Indiana men, women 
and children, or eleven and one-half 
per cent of all deaths that have oc- 
curcd in this state since January 1, 
1U09. It is estimated that there are 
now living in Indiana more than 30, 
000 
consumptives, 
thousands 
of 


whom are sure to die ( before next 
Christmas. 


Physicians throughout the 
state 


are to be urged to promptly report 
to the local health officer, all cases 
of tuberculosis, 
just as smallpox, 


typhoid, scarlet fever, dipthcria and 
other contagious diseases arc now 
reported. 
These reports, 
together 


with a special investigation of tub- 
erculosis, .state wide in scope that 
ii to be inaugurated by state health 
authorities, are expected to furnish 
valuable data for a well directed at- 
tack tu "General Tuberculosis" and 
his blood thirsty army of germs. 


It was brought out at the Confer- 


ence that many local health officers 
already 
are getting 
out 
special 


blanks for tuberculosis cases; and 
the disinfection of houses vacated 
by consumptives, probably will be 
practiced throughout the state as 
commonly as now prevails in cases 
of other contagions.

But They Say it Will Not Prevail 


And Then up Will go Price 


Of All Furniture 


(By United Preae.) 


Indianapolis, June 3.—The "Buy- 


It-Now" Movement will have some 
attention from furniture dealers of 
Indiana when they meet in Indiana- 
polis June 15 for the annual one- 
day convention of the Indiana Re- 
tail Furniture Dealers' Association. 


According to the furniture 
men, 


"Buy-It-Now" movement is more ap- 
plicable to the furniture trade than 
to any other line. For years it has 
been known that lumber could never 
he any cheaper, and yet when the 
war broke out aud business began 
to mark time, lumber prices dropped 
to a lower level than 
they have 


touched in fifteen years. 


Wood products of every kiud are 


easier in price now than they have 
been in many years. Home huilders 
have knowu that the time was ripe 
for building, but the fact that it was 
equally a good time for home finish- 
ing has not been apparent. 


"It is not because the furniture 


prices are low just now for the cost 
of manufacturing is the same, and it 
is the cost of manufacture that de- 
termines 
the 
retail price," said 


George Oilar, vice president of the 
Indiana furniture men, "but it is so 
nearly a certainty that lumber will 
advance sharply soon, carrying the 
price of furniture upward, that those 
who can buy now arc fortunate. 


"Recently A. B. Maine, a Grand 


Rapids man, made inquiry of the big 
lumber companies of the country re- 
garding the stocks carried aud of the 
:!.'!" making reports, 172 were carry- 
ing stocks that were all the way 
from ten to seventy per cent below 
normal. 105 carried normal stocks 
and GO carried stocks above normal. 
The significance of this is that it 
shows what will happen the minute 
the demand 
for lumber quickens. 


Lumbermen are not 
selling freely 


now because the price is too low. The 
ship yards are 
idle and the 
ship 


building industry at a standstill. At 
the first evidence of an end to the 
European hostilities, there will be a 
stiff demand for the better grades of 
wood from this seource, and that 
means a sharp advance in the price 
of woods to furniture manufactures, 
who will of course he forced to get 
a better price for their product."
